adult. Thic would be a saving of more 
than ten per cent. But, as tbe cost of the 
passage out mum always he fluctuating, 
being influenced by tbt demand for 
freight, the price of provisions, and other 
larjingciitumiianeei, andaa itiaof aome 
imborlanee that any qaota to be borne by 
tbe colonist* should be distinct! known 
beforehand, we think ihe diicuwiuu of 
thi* project would be much simplified by 
■baling, as the settle r'a share, a fixed turn 
—say £S per itaftutt adult, 

And in dialing with thia subject, thi 
colon lit* ihuuld look at it in Us practical 
beariiigv— ia iu connexion with all cir- 
cumstances, There can bt no doubt that, 
ai regards then own pecuniary interest*, 
tha be it ay item of immigration would be 
on* conducted entirely at the expense of tha 
mother country ; the ntH best, out con- 
ducted at tht tlpenae of a rjourithing 
land fund. But, for Ihr present at lent, 
Iheae advantage! are cjiitte out of the 
cjueatioo. Tht Home flovernment wi/l 
not auitt, at it* own charge, either in 
whole or in part ; and or a flourishing 
hind fund, while twenty shilliugi 
pet acre remain* tht minimum ptict 
of land, there can be no hope. 
It therefore comee m ihia: will 
Iht colonist! best coniult their awn in- 
tertill by truitinK to the insufficient im- 
migration which the land fund is capable 
of introducing, or hy contributing out of 
Ihtirown pocktti, in aid of that fund, 
auch a sum ai shall enaurc an immi- 
gration equal to their want! T 

Thii ii the alternative really before 
them. It ii a choice ofruk If they 
trust entirely to the Uovrrnmeat, labour 
will bt imported bydribiand drabr ; and 
they will havt lo pay the penally of exor- 
bitant Wa/ea Tor inefficient service!. The 
five thousand statute adults now iu course 
or arrival will bt bill ui drop in the 
bucket, eo far from making good Iht 
exiiting delicitncy, they will not be equal 
to the extra demand that will arise cot of 
the current ytar'a increase of itoek 
Consequently, high ai Wages now are, 
they must go up itill higher , or, the 
•ettlen mutt reitrict their operation!, and 
forego the profits of reproduction. 
Advance thty cannot i they muit either 
aland still or go barkward. Fortunate 
indeed will (hey lie, if lo aland still shall 
be in their power. Tht extravagant 
wagei (hey will hate to pay, and tht 
indolence and iniubordi nation which 
excessive wages invariably fuller, will 
in allow up to Urge a share of ibeir in- 
come, and depreciate their property lo an 
feaiful an extent, ai to endanger thtir 
viry nineties!. 

Now the only way in which thtae evils 
can be averted— as far as the wit of man 
baa hitherto pointed out— ii tht one sug- 
gested by Mr. Wwroaatit and other!. 
Employer! mutt put their own shoulder* 
to (he wheel. They must came forward, 
and, by their own voluntary co-operation, 
redouble Ihe resources at the diipotal of 
the local Government. They hive, 
indeed, in one inapt, already dare so. 
Tb«y have signified, by a well* gncdpnti- 
tion, their readinta lo submit tu a 
general labour rate. Let them follow up 
that ipirited muvtment by another, and 
■ ignify thtir readineis, should tht legii- 
lature deem a rate impracticable orin- 
tiprdient, to contribute a fixed lum foe 
every statute adult whom they shall hire 
on arrival. Whatever Ihi* iuin may be, 
within reasoniblt limits, will be weli laid 
nut, linca it will purchatt a better de- 
scription of labour than (hey now employ, 
at lower wigealhan Ihty now pay. 'I hey 
will get more work done at a irhallrr 
coil , and tht i ucrcased production on the 
out hand, wilh iht diminuhed charge un 
the other, will more than replace the first 
advance. 

In calling uivn (he stttltn lo take thii 
matter into their earnest consideration, 
wt would remind them of two imnvnem 
factt tint, that the Legiilitivx Council 
will meet fur the dtapatcli of buvintsi un 
the Slit of (he present monlli, with llie 
prospect nf an unusuatly ihort teuion : 
and, aecundly, that after the disirtlulion 
of Ihe present Council, which must lake 
plate within the ntxt fuur mutithi, the 
colony ii likely to be witho.it a legisl.i 
(urt for au indermtta time. If Karl 
Gaav's new Conitiluiioo Act tie pasted 
thii year — and the pruhahiltii ii that it 
will— iht colonists will refute to carry 
it out ; and it is impossible to foresee 
how Ion ; ne may (ben remain wilKuul 
a IrgliUiive body. Whatever, then, ii tu 
be done un the labour question, should 
be done wilhout delay. The Legnlative 
Cuu iic i I cannot, we art aware, prescribe 
to the Kxtculive in what way the Crown 
revenue! ihall be administered ; but ihey 
can institute enquiries, and collect evi 
dei.ee. and make reeuinmeitdaliunt, tu 
which tba Executive would pay • be 
coming defer en lc. And the Council 
would scarcely bt disposed to moot ihe 
question or a direct charge dpon the 
hirera of immigrant lalmtir, unlet* the 
parties mutl interetUd should firit invite 
thtir alltnlion lo il.

Mary Ann Armstrong swum : Wa* a tn se- 
rial womnn ; knew the prisoner from hit 
youth, snd always as a quiet, mild, good- 
natured young man ; had frcoucniiy been nt 
her place, and stopped there when he ws* uut 
of a situition ; never aaw him violent. 

By tbe SoLieiTOB-OiniMju. : It was three 
yean since the prisoner lodged In her house, but 
had firquoiitly iren himeluer: never heard of a 
warrant being out against him for any violence;

Hit Hovun laid, thii was one of those dis- 
tressing coaet but too frequently tmuurfihg.

o obtervaiioos because he could not .hut

-hen tbe Judge had by law left them no el- 
urnalivt but lu lind 1 verdict of murder, had 
avoided doing so because they imagined thai 
doath ws* absolutely consequent upon il. 
Another point, and it w«» an almost univer- 
sally popular error, was thai it w as not ne- 
cessary to constitute murder that tht prisoner 
should intend to kill the person murdered.

TOWNS. 
fFrvtn tkf Journal nf Agrirwttitr?.} 
On the Health of Towni, as Influenced 
bj Defective Cleansing lad Dreintge. 
And an tb* Application of the Refuse 
uf Towni to Agricollortl Purposes, 
Being ji Lecture delivered st the Rut 
•ell Institution, May Sib, 1840. By 
Wiunti A. Gi r, M.B., Cantab. 
It 1* not a little remarkable i hi! • matter 
of such weighty national importance at 
ibe sanatory condition of our large town* 
should have been to long in til ruling 
rf ne rat tttelitidn ; and it it much, to b* 
regretled that greater- improvement* hive 
sol been effected, lince their necessity was 
shown to be so urgent. The first man 
meat of soy importance may be said lo 
Jiii i- no further back than 1842, when a 
report mi published by the Poor- Law 
Commissioners un the sanatory caadiliaa 
of the labouring papulation of Great Bn- 
lain. Another repotl appeared two yean 
after, by a Cutt. mission for enquiring in 
(0 the health of largi towni an J populous 
districts, which wai followed by the pub' 
It cation of * vast mau of evidence and 
suggestions founded upon that evidence. 
The subject wu then taken up by the 
legiilalure, and several bill* intro- 
jutui to facilitate ibe object in view. 
In aid of these exertions associations 
were formed in the metropolis and »me 
of Ihe principal provincial towni, for the 
purpone of diffusing information on the, 
subject, and procuriag the meant for car- 

a ling remedial measure* into effect, 
any individual s— among others, Lord 
Ebrington— hate laboured, by meani of 
public lectures, to rouse the public mind 
to the importance of tbe subject, and this 
pamphlet i* imended!i aid the tame great 
taut*. We hate not leen the merits of 
the cue more prominently brought out, 
and mote emphatically enforced, than in 
Mr. Guy 'a lecture, where itueinenls are 
to concfatly and perspicuously eipressed, 
■nd tupported by evidence of inch a con- 
clusive kind, I hat they come upon utwith 
all the fotce of demonstration. The pro- 
poutiont which it ii hii object lo establish 
are the three following -.—lit, That 
towni ace un health y. 2nd, That one of 
the leading cause* of their un health! nest 
is uVfec it'r clranung and drainage. 
3rJ, That tbe refute cf low hi. 
which, wfiera allowed Lo acco- 
mulate willun the precincts, im- 
pair! the health of their in- 
habitants, and yivea rite to severe and 
fatal diMswt, may be moil advantage- 
ously applied li> agricultural purposes. 
The principal statistical facta by which 
t hew petition i are proved cannot be too 
generally known or too deeply impressed 
on the amid , amis brief recapitulation — 
what alone can be attempted here— will, 
we hope, be acceptable to our readers. 

If we compare one million of the in- 
habitants of large towns with the 
tame number of the inhabitants 
of rural districts, the inhabitant* 
of towni lose nearly ftQQQ more every 
year (lian the inhibitati's uf the country. 
The eiacl number it T 773. Ihe aver- 
age duratiun uf human life in town it 
much lower than in the country. Ihe 
mrau duration or I'fe in Surrey it 4S 
yeart; it it 41 io London, and only 20 
in Liverpool. The inhabitants of ibt nt- 
Impolis, therefore, taking one with an- 
other, when compared with thota of Sur- 
rey, lose t> yeart uf their lives, and the 
inhabitants of Liverpool 1'J year* ! 
The mortality of our large town* 
v iii-its from :IS iu the 1000, that 
of unhappy Liverpool— lo ifO in the 
10W, lhaiuf eevenl populout towni. If 
we ask are all parti of our large towni 
equally unhealthy ? we may derive a 
negative answer from the reports of the 
Registrar-General, in one of which the 
several districts of the metropolis are 
divided inlo three groups, of im districts 
each, under the titles of the healthietl, 
tbe medium, and the unheal* hietl districts. 
The firstof these, with an allowance uf 
202 suture y a rdt of spacr for ea<-h person 
have a mortality of I in 4'J ; the tttund 
with ab .ut half that space, lose 1 mil; 
the third, with (he meagre allowance of 
32 ujuare yards to each Inhabitant, have a 
mortality nf 1 in 30. In further corro- 
botaiMWi of Ibis, it may be itated, that 
Liverpool, which is the most deniely 
peopled town in England, 'is alio the 
unheal [It i est, and that Man chesler, which 
emulates it in this respect, comet neii 
in order , while Birmingham, which 
allowt its inhabitants mote room to 
breathe, present! a far more favourable 
rile of mortality. In a tingle metropo- 
litan pi.tah— Hill of Si. Giles's and St. 
Grorge'i, Hloonnbury — while the gentry, 
who inhabit the open squares and broad 
alreeli, live on au average 40 years, the 
working ciats, whu inhabit narrow lanes, 
blind co ii rts, and dark cellars, live only 
seventeen yeart j that Is to say. they lose 
one with another, jutl 23 yean of their 
lives. In Shoreditch, the lost amounts to 
29 years. 

In treating of hit second proposition. 
Mt. Gay states, in regard to the town of 
Fretton.lhat in streets which an well 
oleanied and drained, the mortality among' 
children under one year old, is I A in the 
100 j in streets moderately cleansed and 
drained, 21 m the 101) , and io ilreets 
badly cleansed and drained, 44 in the 
1O0, being, as nearly ai ponible, three 
timet the mortality of rtreeli 
kept in proper condition. 
Il is affirmed on Ihe best 
authority, that in 20 streelt in Chorlton- 
on-Medlock the mortality fell from 110 
to 8y per annum after the slreelt were 
properly paved and drained. In certain 
streets in H. George's, Manchttler, (be 
deaths in I83>t-U amounted to 495, but 
in 1SII-2, after the r recti were paved 
and sewered, the deaths sine only 4ai, 
being a diminution of about one-eighth. 
Similar instances might be cited almost to 
any amount. The disease! which pre- 
vail in these neglected pUcts are of the 
rlsaiaf cuntasious disorder, petitionee has 
always hmnled »eenei of filth, " The 
plague, ihe black -death, the camp, jail, 
and ship fevers, (he cholera— all have 
made these scenes (heir favourile n-torl , 
and typhus fever, onr modern pestilence, 
forms no exception lo the rule."— (p. 16.)

The an 
Dual deaths from typhus fever amount to 
16,000, and those who art attacked by 
this disease to bet wean 150,0(10 to 
200,000 ' Can any facts be stronger or 
mure convincing than these ! 

The inducement! to correct this lament 
able state of things are twofold: First, 
(be removal or mitigation of contagious 
diseases, which, by finding a stronghold 
in such places a* have juit been alluded 
(o, endanger Ibt health of an entire 
people j and, secondly, the valuable pur 
to which Ihe lubitances causing 
diseases can be applied in 
agriculture. Tbe fruitful cause of 
disease may thus be made a source of fer- 
tility — we may thus mioilLer to the 
health of our towns and the fruitful nest 
of the surrounding country by one and 
ihe same means It is too well known lo 
require any further elucidation, thai the 
refuse matters uf towns are rich in the 
el erne uli of production in what may be 
called ihe raw material of food. It has 
also l>een demoni(rated by Mr. Smuh, uf 
Deanstoo, and others, that this refuse 
matter can be easily and cheaply col- 
lected, distributed, and applied to the 
land. Much of it can be conveyed at 
common water, and be transmitted to great 
distances by means of machinery, X a 
rate not exceeding 2^d. a ton, in cases 
where the cartage won Id amount to 1s. 
While distribution in the solid form would 
con about a?3, the expense in tin liquid 
fotm would not exceed 6t, " I should be 
grieved, indeed, lo Ihiok," says our 
author, " (hat this dream of sanatory and 
agricultural improvement was doomed 
uot to meet with its fulfilment.

This is one of (hose cases in which 
there is not so much difficulty in convin- 
cing Ihe judgment, as in inducing people 
to act according to its dictates. In order 
lo accompliih these improvements effec- 
(ively, operations require to be projected 
on n large scale, and all great hodiet are 
difficult to put iu motion , yet (he pros- 
pect of a sj>etdy amelioration in (he con- 
dition of ihe poor classes, combined with 
an almost immediate return of profit, in a 
■'-■rely commercial point of view, are 
double advantage! which few enterprises 
can hold out. We trust that the subject 
will not be lost sight of, either by the le- 
gislature or by the community at targe;
